Penicillin  on  N.H.I.  Scripts. — Regulations 
made  recently  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
provide  that  a  chemist  shall  not  dispense  a 
National  Health  Insurance  prescription 
requiring  the  manufacture  by  him  of  a 
preparation  of  penicillin  for  parenteral 
injection  unless  he  holds  a  licence  for  the 
purpose  under  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Act,  1925.  The  regulations  are  to  be 
known  as  the  National  Health  Insurance 
(Medical  Benefit)  Amendment  Regulations 
(No.  2),  1946.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  one  penny. 

Quinine  Preparations  in  Codex.— -The 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at 
its  meeting  on  June  4,  approved  the 
recommendation  of  its  Codex  Revision 
Committee  to  amend  the  requirements  of 
the    Fifth    Supplement    of    the  British 
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Pharmaceutical  Codex  in  respect  of  the 
quinine  content  of  Codex  preparations. 
The  approved  recommendation  is  that  the 
authority  given  in  the  Fifth  Supplement  to 
omit  quinine  is  withdrawn,  with  effect  from 
September  i.  The  following  preparations 
must,  from  that  date,  contain  quinine  in 
accordance  with  the  formulas  in  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1934,  ^^^id  an  alter- 
native preparation  may  not  be  dispensed 
when  a  preparation  containing  quinine  is 
prescribed.

£6o  Fine  for  Saccharin  Offences. — For 

having  failed  to  keep  records  of  sales  of 
saccharin  tablets,  and  for  having  sold  them 
above  the  maximum  price,  George  Henry 
Pinnell,  Commercial  Street,  Pontnewydd, 
Mon,  was  fined  a  total  of  £6o  at  Pontypool 
magistrates'  court  recently.  The  prosecu- 
tion said  there  were  no  invoices  for  262  gross 
packets  of  100  tablets  each.  Pinnell  had 
advertised  in  various  papers  and  sold  for 
£5  8s.  tablets  that  should  have  been  sold 
for  £4  4s. 

Purchase  Tax  Charges. — Stated  to  have 
been  recently  discharged  from  the  Royal 
Air  Force  after  service  overseas,  Maurice 
Archer,  48  Watcombe  Road,  West  South- 
bourne,  13ournemouth,  was,  at  Clerkenwell 
magistrate's  court  on  May  28,  fined  ^100, 
or  three  months  imprisonment,  and  ordered 
to  pay  £21  costs,  for  failing  to  register  for 
purchase  tax  purposes  when  carrying  on 
business  that  required  to  be  registered.  On 
summonses  of  being  knowingly  concerned 
in  the  fraudulent  evasion  of  purchase  tax  in 
respect  of  toilet  preparations  and  jewellery, 
and,  with  intent  to  deceive,  making  use  of 
false  invoices,  he  was  sent  to  prison  for 
three  months.  No  time  to  pay  the  fine  and 
costs  was  given,  and  it  was  stated  that,  if 
the  fine  was  not  paid,  the  alternative  of 
three  months  would  be  consecutive  to  the 
other  sentences,  so  that  he  would  then  do 
six  months  in  all.  He  pleaded  guilty  to  the 
summonses.  For  the  prosecution,  it  was 
alleged  that  defendant  commenced  trading 
early  in  1944,  and  by  May  31  of  that  year 
his  takings  had  exceeded  ^500.  He  then 
became  liable  to  register  for  purchase  tax 
purposes  but  failed  to  do  so,  and  had 
thereby  become  liable  to  penalties  amount- 
ing to  a  total  of  ^5,340.  His  cash  turnover 
was  £1,565  and,  of  this  amount,  ^780  was 
money  collected  from  his  customers  in 
respect  of  purchase  tax,  which  he  had 
failed  to  pay  over  to  the  revenue.  Defen- 
dant had  included  on  his  invoices  (said 
counsel)  a  printed  statement  that  the  prices 
were  subject  to  purchase  tax,  and  he  did  in 
fact  collect  the  tax  from  the  purchasers. 
He  used  false  names  on  the  invoices, 
trading  in  the  names  of  Miller  Bros,  and 
N.  Gilbert,  and  used  false  addresses.  In 
some  cases  a  rubber  stamp  was  used  to 
represent  that  purchase  tax  had  been  paid. 
When  defendant  was  interviewed  he  ad- 
mitted what  he  had  done,  but  said  he  got  the 
perfumes,  invoices  and  rubber  stamps  from 
a  man  named  Toms  and  that  he  had  sold 
the    goods    over   the    counter   for  cash.

columns  afford  evidence  to  that  effect,  if 
one  reads  between  the  lines.  The  other 
difficulty  is  that  the  work  of  printing  is 
hindered  by  the  impossibility  of  buying, 
at  present,  new  machinery  to  replace  much 
that  is  obsolescent.  When  a  copy  of  some 
American  newspaper  is  sent  me,  I  look  with 
envy  at  its  gigantic  size  ;  and  we  read  that 
in  Rome  there  are  too  many  newspapers. 
While  the  United  Kingdom  is  in  its  existing 
financial  condition  there  seems  to  be  little 
hope  of  an  improvement  in  this  situation. 
In  these  circumstances  I  trust  that  our 
friends  in  Northern  Ireland  will  exercise 
patience. 

Man-power  in  Science 

The  recent  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Scientific  Man-power  (p.  707)  is  a  useful 
addition  to  the  already  considerable  com- 
ment on  this  subject.  It  may  be  called  a 
short-term  document,  as  its  purview  is 
limited  to  the  next  ten  years.  Some  of  the 
statistics  given  must  be  discounted  by  the 
frank  statement  of  the  Committee  that  there 
is  reason  to  regard  as  unduly  low  its  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  scientists  who  can 
be  "  usefully  "  employed  when  industry 
gets  into  full  production.  The  Committee 
considers  that  the  minimum  number  of 
scientific  workers  demanded  in  this  country 
and  in  the  colonial  service  by  1950  will  be 
about  70,000,  and  by  1955  not  less  than 
90,000.  The  maximum  number  likely  to 
be  available  by  1955,  according  to  a  deduc- 
tion from  certain  returns  supplied  to  the 
University  Grants  Committee,  is  64,000, 
leaving  a  serious  deficit.  It  must  also  be 
remembered  that  some  scholastic  buildings 
have  suffered  extensive  damage  during  the 
war  :  it  is  unlikely,  for  example,  according 
to  the  report,  that  University  College,  Lon- 
don, will  be  able  to  accommodate  even 
20  per  cent,  of  the  students  who  wish  to 
enter  it  next  autumn.  What  steps  should 
be  taken  to  overcome  these  and  other 
difficulties  ?  Among  the  recommendations 
are,  first,  that  the  immediate  aim  should  be 
to  obtain,  through  the  universities,  approxi- 
mately 5,000  new  scientists  every  year  ; 
second,  that  technological  courses  of  uni- 
versity standard  should  be  established  at  a 
limited  number  of  technical  colleges  ;  third, 
that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
meet  the  demand  of  students  from  the 
Commonwealth  and  Empire  and  from 
foreign  countries  to  study  at  British  univer- 
sities— without  excluding  students  from 
the  United  Kingdom.  Xroyser

Health  Bill  Debate  Continued 

An  amendment  important  to  pharmacists 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Linstead  in  Standing 
Committee  of  the  House  on  the  National 
Health  Service  Bill  on  June  6.  He  moved 
to  provide  that  local  health  authorities 
should  not  employ  pharmacists  at  health 
centres.  The  purpose  of  the  amendment, 
said  Mr.  Linstead,  was  to  transfer  the 
pharmaceutical  service  in  the  health  centres 
from  the  supervision  of  the  local  authorities 
to  the  supervision  of  the  local  executive 
councils. 

"  The  background  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service  under  this  Bill  is  that,  in  addition 
to  the  existing  chemists'  shops,  the  Minister 
is  proposing  to  provide  dispensaries  in  the 
health  centres.  The  pharmacists  were 
apprehensive  when  they  heard  that  this 
public  organisation  was  to  be  set  up  in 
competition  with  what  I  might  call  the 
private  organisation  of  chemists'  shops. 
But  I  must  say  the  Minister  has  been  very 
forthcoming  in  the  discussions  we  have  had 
with  him  and  has  made  it  clear  that  every 
patient  visiting  a  health  centre  who  requires 
medicine  shall  be  given  a  prescription,  and 
shall  be  free  to  take  that  prescription  either 
to  the  dispensary  in  the  health  centre  or 
to  the  chemist  of  his  choice.  To  that  extent 
the  Minister  has  gone  a  long  way  to  remove 
some  of  the  doubts  which  the  chemists  had 
in  mind.  He  has  also  been  good  enough 
to  say  that  he  proposes  to  use  no  sort  of 
influence  on  patients  to  take  their  prescrip- 
tions to  dispensaries."

A  MEETING  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  in 
London  on  June  5,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  C. 
Young)  in  the  chair.  The  only  member 
absent  was  Mr.  Maplethorpe,  who  is  on  his 
way  back  to  Britain  from  South  Africa. 

New  Member  Welcomed 

Mr.  J,  C.  Young,  the  retiring  president, 
welcomed  Mr.  Granville  Shaw  as  a  new 
member  of  the  Council.  Mr.  Shaw,  he  said, 
had  high  educational  qualifications  and  had 
had  a  varied  experience  of  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Granville  Shaw  said  it  was  a  privilege 
and  honour  to  share  in  looking  after  the 
interests  of  pharmacy  at  what  he  believed  to 
be  the  most  critical  period  in  its  history. 

Election  of  Officers 

Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer  (vice-president), 
was,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
seconded  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  elected 
President.

The  report  of  the  Organisation  Com- 
Mttee,    presented    by    the  Chairman 
r.  F.  G.  Wells)  recommended  that,  from 


April  I,  1947,  the  formula  for  determining. 
Branch  Grants  should  be  as  follows  : —  ; 

(1)  The  amount,  if  any,  to  be  paid  to  a 
Branch  each  session  shall  be  a  snm  cal- 
culated on  the  basis  of  2S.  per  member 
and  student-associate  resident  in  the  area 
on  March  i  each  year,  less  so  much  of 
the  balance  in  hand  as  is  in  excess  of 
20  per  cent,  of  that  sum,  and  any  items 
of  expenditure  which  are  not  considered 
appropriate  for  the  conduct  of  the 
Branch,  and  subject  to  full  allowances 
being  made  for  income  during  the  year 
from  voluntary  subscriptions  and  for 
profits  from  social  functions. 

(2)  In  order  to  qualify  for  a  grant  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  the  Branch  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  activities  and  a 
statement  of  accounts  for  the  year  ended 
March  31.  In  the  preparation  of  the 
statement  of  accounts  only  items  relating 
to  the  conduct  of  the  Branch  should  be 
included.  A  separate  account  should  be 
kept  for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  War  Aid 
Fund  and  other  charities,  including  prize 
or  gift  funds,  in  which  the  Branch  is 
interested. 

(3)  A  Branch  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an 
additional  sixpence  per  member  and 
student-associate  resident  in  the  area  on 
satisfying  the  Organisation  Committee 
that  the  activities  of  the  Branch  are  such 
as  to  justify  such  additional  grant. 

It  was  agreed  that,  in  informing  the 
Branches  of  this  decision,  it  should  be 
stated  that,  when  the  new  formula  came 
into  force,  the  Committee  would  not  be 
prepared  to  consider  applications  to  make 
good  deficits  on  Branch  accounts.  The 
recommendation  was  approved.  Balance 
sheets  had  been  received  from  twenty-eight 
branches,  and  the  payment  of  grants 
authorised. 

Service  Pharmacists'  Refresher  Courses 

The  President,  presenting  the  report  of 
the  Education  Committee,  in  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Maplethorpe,  pointed  out  that  the  Air 
Ministry  had  agreed  to  the  attachment  of 
Royal  Air  Force  personnel,  in  approved 
cases,  to  an  R.A.F.  station  near  a  school  of 
pharmacy  at  which  they  might  attend  a 
refresher  course  before  demobilisation.  A 
refresher  course  was  also  to  be  held  at 
Brighton  Technical  College  in  July  for 
Army  personnel  serving  in  the  British  Army 
of  the  Rhine.  This  was  the  first  time  that 
a  course  had  bsen  organised  for  pharmacists 
serving  over  eis.  According  to  War  Office 
information,  there  would  be,  on  January  i, 
1947,  only  122  pharmacists  in  the  R.A.M.C. 
to  fill  the  400  vacancies  for  dispensers,  and 
it  had  been  suggested,  on  behalf  of  the  War 
Office,  that  men  who  had  undergone  a 
period  of  articled  pupilage  in  pharmacy 
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should  be  earmarked,  on  call-up,  for  drafting 
into  the  R.A.M.C.  The  Committee,  ad- 
hering to  its  previous  recommendation  that 
pharmacy  students  should  be  reserved, 
disagreed  with  the  suggestion  that  pharm- 
acy students  should  be  recruited  into  the 
R.A.M.C.  under  present  conditions.  During 
May,  nine  concessions  in  respect  of  subjects 
of  the  Intermediate  examination  and  two  in 
respect  of  subjects  of  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Qualifying  examination  were 
granted  to  ex-Service  men  and  women. 

Admission  to  Universities 

The  Secretary  called  the  Committee's 
attention  to  a  Government  announcement 
in  May  concerning  the  admission  of  students 
to  Universities,  and  to  the  absence  of 
information  about  the  admission  of  students 
to  schools  of  pharmacy  in  technical  colleges. 
It  was  agreed  to  make  urgent  representa- 
tions to  the  Government  departments  con- 
cerned that  there  should  be  no  discrimina- 
tion between  students  for  degrees  in 
pharmacy  and  those  for  the  statutory 
diplomas. 

Benevolent  and  War-aid  Funds 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  (Mr. 
McNeal)  reported  that  the  total  received  for 
the  War  Aid  Fund  to  May  31  was  £40,^6^  ; 
expenditure  was  1,466.  Grants  to  four 
applicants  for  assistance,  amounting  to 
^650  los.,  were  approved  ;  one  case  was 
deferred,  and  another  application  was 
rejected.  Grants  were  made  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund  in  thirteen  cases,  amount- 
ing to  £30 J,  and  recommendations  in  five 
further  cases,  amounting  to  £'442,  requiring 
the  approval  of  Council,  were  approVed. 
One  case  was  deferred.  Draft  revised 
regulations  for  the  Benevolent  Fimd, 
approved  by  the  Committee,  were  laid  before 
the  Council.  The  principal  alterations  were 
deletion  of  all  reference  to  election  of 
annuitants  by  votes  of  members  or  con- 
tributors, and  deletion  of  a  stated  maximum 
pension.  The  election  method  had  not  been 
used  since  1924,  and  the  work  had  proceeded 
very  smoothly  and  satisfactorily  without  it. 
In  answer  to  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells,  the  Chair- 
man explained  that  it  was  unnecessary  to 
set  a  maximum  benefit,  since  the  amount  of 
grants  and  pensions  was  always  under  the 
Council's  control.  The  Committee  made 
recommendations  to  the  Council  in  all  cases 
where  a  payment  of  more  than  £52  was 
proposed,  and  the  Council  had  the  last  word.

Pharmaceutical  Parliamentary  Fund 

On  behalf  of  himself  and  Mr.  Mallinson 
(joint  secretaries  of  the  Pharmaceutica 
Parliamentary  Fund  which  had  been 
formed  in  1924,  and  which  it  was  decided  in 
1942  to  discontinue)  the  Secretary 
reported  that  the  Fund  had  a  balance  at  the 
bank  of  ;^i37,  and  that  a  letter  had  been 
sent  to  all  bodies  concerned  suggesting  that 
the  sum  might  be  paid  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Parliamentary  Fund 
The  Council  approved  the  proposal.

rgin.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  drugs, 
luding  proprietary  medicines,  sent  to 


this  area,  account  for  between  one-fifth  and 
one-quarter  of  the  total  "  chemical  " 
imports,  and  that  of  the  figure  of  ;^53i,4ii 
for  drugs,  £2jg,i^^  is  represented  by 
imports  of  proprietary  medicines.

of  their  populations. 

Insurance  Stamps  during  Holidays 

The  question  whether  stamps  represent- 
ing employers'  contributions  to  national 
health,  pensions  and  unemployment  insur- 
ance must  be  affixed  during  the  holidays 
with  pay  of  employees  would  appear  easy 
of  solution.  Nevertheless,  it  has  been  a 
subject  of  some  controversy  in,  at  any  rate, 
the  retail  food  trades.  Our  contemporary, 
the  "  Grocer,"  reports  having  received 
correspondence  from  a  number  of  trade 
firms,  quoting  letters  they  had  had  from 
the  Insurance  Department  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  to  the  effect  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  stamp  cards  of  members  of 
their  staffs  while  on  holiday.  As  this  pro- 
nouncement was  contrary  to  expectations, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  editor  of 
that  paper  with  of&cials  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the 
insurance  section  of  the  Ministry  had  been 
taken  over  by  the  newly  created  Ministry 
of  National  Insurance,  and  the  officials 
of  the  Health  Ministry  declined  to  make  a 
statement. 

From  a  different  source  evidence  was 
forthcoming  of  an  arrangement  that  had 
been  entered  into  between  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Labour  and  the  Retail  Foods 
Joint  Industrial  Council,  under  which  the 
stamping  of  cards  of  employees  absent  on 
paid  leave  was  ruled  unnecessary.  That 
arrangement,  in  turn,  has  been  cancelled 
by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance, 
and  it  is  expected  that  regulations  will  be 
brought  into  effect,  under  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  now  passing  through  the 
House  of  Commons,  to  give  statutory 
sanction  to  the  Ministry's  decision.  The 
regulations  will  be  made  under  powers 
given  by  paragraph  3c  of  the  Act.

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NORTHERN   IRELAND  POISONS  REGULATION 


Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Home  Affairs  (Northern  Ireland)  under  the 
Medicines,  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1945,  and  dated  May  8, 
are  now  available  from  H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  80  Chichester  Street,  Belfast,  price 
one  shilling.  Among  the  regulations  are 
the  following  : — 

Application  and  Relaxation  of  Part  III  of  Act 

1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  shopkeeper 
to  sell  poisons  on  any  premises  used  for  or  in 
connexion  with  his  retail  business,  notwith- 
standing that  the  sale  is  exempted  by  section 
29  of  the  Act,  unless  he  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  or  paragraph  {b), 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  subsection  (i)  of  section 
27  of  the  Act  ;  [i.e.,  unless 

(a)  for  Part  I  poisons,  he  is  an  authorised 
seller  or  duly  registered  person  ; 

{b)  for  Part  II  poisons,  he  is  either  an 
authorised  seller  or  entered  on  the  local 
authority's  list,  and  (c)  and  (d)  that  the 
labelling  requirements  have  been  met]. 

2.  The  provisions  of  the  said  paragraphs  {a) 
and  {b)  shall  not  apply  with  respect  to  any 
medicine  for  the  treatment  of  animals  sold  by  a 
person  carrying  on  a  business  which  comprises 
the  manufacture  of  medicines  for  the  treatment 
of  animals,  if  the  following  requirements  are 
complied  with  : — 

(a)  a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  the 
owner  of  the  business,  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
corporate  body,  on  behalf  of  that  body,  stating 
the  name  of  the  business,  the  principal  place 
where  it  is  carried  on,  the  name  of  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  sale  of  the  medicines,  and  the 
premises  on  which  the  medicines  are  to  be 
sold  must  be  furnished  prior  to  the  sale  to  the 
Registrar  ;  and 

(6)  the  sale  must  be  effected  on  the  premises 
specified  in  the  statement ;  and 

(c)  the  inspector  must  be  permitted  at  all 
reasonable  times  to  enter  the  premises  and  be 
given  all  reasonable  facilities  to  make  such 
examination  and  inquiry  and  to  do  such  other 
things  (including  the  taking,  on  payment 
therefor,  of  samples)  as  may  be  necessary  for 
ascertaining  whether  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  of  these  Regulations  are  being  com- 
plied with.

The  requirements  mentioned  in  subsection 
of  section  28  of  the  Act  (which  requires 
ticulars  of  medicines  supplied  or  dispensed 
er  that  section  to  be  entered  in  a  book)  need 
be  satisfied  in  the  case  of  : 


{a)  any  medicine,  not  being  a  substance 
included  in  the  First  Schedule  to  these  Regu- 
lations, which  is  supplied  by  : — 

(i)  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner 
for  the  purposes  of  medical  treatment ;  or 

(ii)  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  on  and 
in  accordance  with  a  prescription  given  by 
a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  ;  or 
(6)  any  medicine,  notwithstanding  that  it 

is  a  substance  included  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  these  Regulations,  which  is  supplied  on  and 
in  accordance  with  a  prescription  given  by  a 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  upon  a 
form  issued  by  a  local  authority  (whether  a 
local  authority  as  defined  in  the  Act  or  not) 
for  use  in  connexion  with  a  health  service  of 
that  authority,  provided  that  the  following 
requirements  are  complied  with  : — 

(i)  the  prescription  or  a  true  copy  thereof 
must  be  kept  upon  the  premises  upon  which 
the  medicine  was  dispensed  for  a  period  of 
at  least  two  years  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  readily  available  for  inspection  ;  and 

(ii)  the  prescription  or  copy  must  bear 
on  it  particulars  of  the  date  of  dispensing, 
the  ingredients  and  quantity  of  the  medi- 
cine supplied  and  the  name  of  the  person 
by  whom,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  to  whom,  and  the  date  on  which  the 
prescription  was  given. 

7.  Nothing  in  these  Regulations  shall  apply, 
except  as  is  expressly  provided  therein,  to 
transactions  exempted  by  section  28  of  the 
Act  [i.e.,  to  doctors,  authorised  sellers,  and  in 
dispensed  medicines]. 

8.  Such  of  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations, 
and  of  Part  III  of  the  Act  as  modified  by  these 
Regulations,  as  apply  solely  with  respect  to  the 
substances  included  in  the  First  Schedule  to 
these  Regulations,  shall  not  apply  with  respect 
to— 

(a)  machine-spread  plasters  ;  or 
(&)  surgical  dressings  ;  or 

(c)  articles  containing  barium  carbonate 
and  prepared  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  ;  or 

(d)  corn  paints  in  which  the  only  poison  is 
a  poison  included  in  the  Poisons  Schedule 
under  the  heading  of  "  Cannabis  ". 

9.  Nothing  in  Part  III  of  the  Act  or  these 
Regulations  shall  apply — 

{a)  with  respect  to  any  article  included  in 
Group  I  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  these 
regulations  ;  or 

(&)  so  far  as  any  poison  specified  in  the 
first  column  of  Group  II  of  that  Schedule  is 
concerned,  with  respect  to  any  of  the  articles 
or  substances  specified  in  the  second  column 
opposite  the  description  of  the  poison. 

Additional  Restrictions  on  Poisons  Sale 

10.  (i)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  any 
poison  included  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  these 
Regulations,  except  on  and  in  accordance  with 
a  prescription  given  by  a  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioner,  registered  dentist  or  registered 
veterinary  surgeon  or  on  the  order  of  a  certified 
midwife  or  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  in  the 
form  provided  by  this  Regulation. 

(2)  This  Regulation  shall  apply  to  the  sale  of 
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any  such  poison,  notwithstanding  that  it  is  a 
transaction  exempted  by  section  28  of  the  Act, 
but  shall  not  apply  to  any  sale  exempted  by 
section  29  of  the  Act. 

.  {3)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Regulation  a 
prescription  shall—  - 

(rt)  be  in.  writing  and  be  signed  by  the 
person  giving  it  with  his  usual  signature  and 
be  dated  by  him  ; 

(6)  except  in  the  case  of  a  health  prescrip- 
tion, specify  the  address  of  the  person  giving 
it ; 

(c)  specify  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  for  whose  treatment  it  is  given  or,'  if 
the  prescription  is  given  by  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  of  the  person  to  whom  the  medicine 
is  to  be  delivered  ;  ■ 

(d)  have  written  thereon;  if  given  by  a 
dentist,  the  words  "  For  dental  treatment 
only  "  or,  if  given  by  a  veterinary  surgeon, 
the  words  "  For  animal  treatment  only  "  ; 

{e)  indicate  the  total  amount  of  the  medi- 
cine to  be  supplied  and  the  dose  to  be  taken. 

(4)  The  person  dispensing  the  prescription 
shall  comply  with  the  following  requirements  : — 

(a)  the  prescription  must  not  be  dispensed 
more  than  once,  unless  the  prescriber  has 
stated  thereon  that  it  may  be  dispensed  more 
than  once  ; 

(b)  if  the  prescription  contains  a  direction 
that  it  may  be  dispensed  a  stated  mamber  of 
times  or  at  stated  intervals,  it  must  not  be 
dispensed  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  ; 

(c)  at  the  time  of  dispensing  there  must  be 
noted  on  the  prescription  above  the  signature 
of  the  prescriber  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller  and  the  date  on  which  the  prescription 
is  dispensed  ;

17.  (i)  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (d)  (iv)

(6)  in  the  case  of  a  liquid  contained  in  a 
glass  bottle  of  a  capacity  of  not  more  than 
120  fluid  ounces,  not  being  a  medicine  made 
up  ready  to  be  taken  for  the  internal  treat- 
ment of  human  ailments  or  a  local  anaesthetic 
for  injection  in  the  treatment  of  human  or 
animal  ailments,  the  outer  surface  of  the 
bottle  is  fluted  vertically  with  ribs  or  grooves 
recognisable  by  touch. 

(2)  Sub-paragraph  (a)  of  the  foregoing  para- 
gtaph  shall  apply  to  transactions  exempted  by 
section  28  of  the  Act,  and  sub-paragraph  (6) 
shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  or  supply  of  poisons 
tb  be  exported  to  purchasers  outside  the  United 
Kingdom  or  the  sale  or  supply  of  poisons  to  a 
person  or  institution  concerned  with  scientific 
education  or  research  or  chemical  analysis,  for 
the  purposes  of  that  education,  research  or 
analysis. 

Storage  and  Transport 

19.  (r)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  store  any 
poison  except  in  a  container  impervious  to  the 
poison  and  sufficiently  stout  to  prevent  leakage 
from  the  container  arising  from  the  ordinary 
risks  of  handling. 

(2)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  store  any  sub- 
stance included  in  the  First  Sched\;le  to  these 
Regulations  in  any  retail  shop  or  premises  used 
in  connexion  therewith  unless  the  substance  is 
stored —

{b)  in  a  part  of  the  premises  which  is  pj 
titioned  off  or  otherwise  separated  from  t 
remainder  of  the  premises  and  to  whi 
customers  are  not  permitted  to  have  acces 
or 

(c)  on  a  shelf  reserved  solely  for  the  stora 
of  poisons  and —

rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  fro 
containers  of  articles  and  substances  oth 
than  poisons  stored  upon  the  premisej

20.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  consign  ari 
poison  for  transport  unless  it  is  sufficientJ 
stoutly  packed  to  avoid  leakage  arising  fro: 
the  ordinary  risks  of  handling  and  transport. 

21.  (i)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  consign  f( 
transport  by  carrier  any  poison  included  in  tl 
Eighth  Schedule  to  these  Regulations  unless  tt 
outside  of  the  package  containing  the  article 
labelled  conspicuously  with  the  name  or  descri] 
tion  of  the  poison  as  set  forth  in  the  sai 
Schedule  and  a  notice  indicating  that  it  is  to  t 
kept  separate  from  food,  and  from  empty  coi 
tainers  in  which  food  has  been  contained. 

(2)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  perso 
knowingly  to  transport  any  such  poison 
aforesaid,  either  on  his  own  behalf  or  for  anothe 
person,  in  any  vehicle  in  which  food  is  bein 
transported,  unless  the  food  is  carried  in  a  par 
of  the  vehicle  effectively  separated  from  tha 
containing  the  poison,  or  is  otherwise  adequate! 
protected  from  the  risk  of  contamination. 

(3)  This  Regulation  shall  not  apply  wit' 
respect  to  medicines. 

Special  Provisions  with  Respect  to  Hospitals

Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons 

25.  (i)  Every  application  made  to  a  locaB;je[{Q;.' ^'T 
authority  for  a  licence  in  pursuance  of  section  3(  if^^  j^jj^, 
of  the  Act  shall  be  made  in  the  form  set  out  irr  '  ' 
the  Ninth  Schedule  to  these  Regulations.

(d)  to  a  person  or  institution  concerned  with 
scientific  education  or  research  or  chemical 
analysis,  for  the  purposes  of  that  education, 
research  or  analysis  ; 

{e)  to  a  person  producing  a  written  author- 
ity in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Fourteenth 
Schedule  to  these  Regulations  issued  within 
the  preceding  three  months  by  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Officer  authorising 
the  purchase  of  strychnine  for  the  purpose 
qf  killing  foxes  so,  however,  that  the  quantity 
sold  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity,  being  not 
more  than  one  ounce,  specified  in  the  author- 
ity and  the  authority  shall  be  retained. 

(2)  The  person  supplying  strychnine  in 
accordance  with  paragraph  {e)  of  the  proviso  of 
the  foregoing  paragraph  (i)  of  this  Regulation 
shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  paragraph 
5  (ii)  of  Regulation  10  and  the  person  to  whom 
the  strychnine  is  sold  shall  not  use  the  strych- 
nine for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  killing 
foxes.

Philippines  Coconut  for  U.S. — The  arrival 
is  reported  in  San  Francisco  of  the  first 
post-war  cargo  of  dessicated  coconut  from 
the  Philippines. 

Argentine     Sunflower-seed     Crop. — The 

second  official  estimate  of  the  1945-46  crop 
of  Argentine  sunflower-seed  is  1,002,000 
tons,  which  is  1.7  per  cent,  above  last  year's 
figure. 

Penicillin  to  Scandinavia. — The  U.S. 
Office  of  International  Trade  announced 
recently  that  penicillin,  supplies  of  which 
were  more  plentiful,  could  be  exported  to 
Scandinavia. 

Brazilian  Cottonseed  Oil  Consumption. — 

Brazilian  consumption  of  cottonseed  oil 
during  1945  totalled  43,132  metric  tons, 
compared  with  35,700  metric  tons  during 
the  previous  year.  Monthly  shipments  in 
1945  averaged  1,579  tons. 

German  Scientific  Glassware  Manufacture. 

— The  British  News  Service  in  Germany 
states  that  glass  for  medical  and  scientific 
purposes,  once  virtually  a  monopoly  of 
Thuringia  in  the  Soviet  Zone  of  Germany, 
is  now  being  manufactured  for  the  first 
time  on  a  large  scale  in  the  British  Zone. 

Vegetable-oil  Production  in  French 
Morocco. — This  year's  output  of  vegetable 
oil  in  French  Morocco  is  estimated  at  about 
6,000  to  7,000  metric  tons  against  potential 
needs  of  about  45,000  tons.  French 
Morocco  is  well  equipped  to  treat  imported 
seed  and  crude  oil,  having  five  pressing 
plants  with  a  total  annual  capacity  of 
50,000  metric  tons  of  oilseed.  There  are 
also  six  vegetable-oil  refineries  with  an 
annual  combined  capacity  of  30,000  tons 
of  crude  oil.  Under  present  conditions, 
however,  production  both  at  extraction 
plants  and  refineries  is  far  below  maximum 

Australian     Whaling     Activities.  —  The 

Federal  Cabinet  Subcommittee  on  Whaling 
recently  decided  to  endeavour,  at  the 
Washington  Conference  and  directly  with 
the  United  Kingdon  and  the  Norwegian 
Governments,  to  obtain  practical  recogni- 
tion of  Australian  rights  to  take  part  in 
whaling  with  a  workable  share  of  any  quota 
fixed  internationally.  Discussions  with  the 
Western  Australian  Government  about  a 
proposal  to  establish  a  shore  station  in 
Western  Australia  were  in  progress  and  a 
report  would  be  issued  on  any  develop- 
ments. The  subcommittee  decided  against 
placing  an  order  for  a  factory  ship  at  the 
present  time.

U.S.  Drug  Market  Report 

New  York,  June  6 

The  tight  supply  position  of  Glycerin,  for 
which  little  improvement  in  the  coming 
months  is  forecast,  is  being  reflected  in  the 
glycerophosphates.  Menthol  offerings 
from  Brazilian  sources  moved  higher  again 
during  the  week,  although  the  major  U.S. 
consuming  season  is  still  several  months 
away.  Demand  at  the  present  time  is  very 
small.  Synthetic  Camphor  is  in  short 
supply  while  Caffeine  is  virtually  un- 
obtainable. The  Tartrates  display  a  quiet 
tone  ;  imported  Cream  of  tartar  is 
occasionally  offered  at  prices  slightly  below 
the  domestic  product.  Dullness  in  Mercury 
resulted  in  a  further  decline  in  the  quotation 
during  the  week.  There  is  a  good  demand 
for  Crude  Drugs  with  high  replacement 
costs  all  round.  Among  the  gums,  Asa- 
fetida  is  almost  unobtainable  on  spot, 
while  a  good  demand  for  Tragacanth  has 
occasioned  a  firm  tone  with  the  better 
grades  becoming  scarce.  Limited  arrivals 
of  Gum  acacia,  together  with  a  steady  call 
from  consumers,  brought  about  a  rise  in 
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the  quotation  on  this  commodity  during 
the  week.  Tonka  beans  are  in  a  rather 
tight  supply  position  with  no  offerings  from 
BraziUan  producers  yet  reported.  Dande- 
lion ROOT  is  available  in  small  quantities. 
Dealers  are  offering  little  Citronella  oil 
pending  a  decision  on  the  duty  question  on 
imported  adulterated  material  from  Ceylon.

— Under 
the  arrangement  referred  to  in  Circular  18 
there  will  be  instances  where  A/Rs  having 
insured  their  shipment  on  the  basis  of  the 
cost  of  the  oil  to  them,  will  be  unable  to 
provide  the  D.P.D.  with  an  insurance 
certificate  for  the  value  on  the  basis  of  the 
"  average  "  price.  It  is,  therefore,  requested 
that  when  allocation  instructions  at  an 
"  average  "  price  are  given  for  oil  which  is 
afloat,  A/Rs  whose  cost  price  is  lower  shall 
insure  the  difference  in  value  under  the 
master  cover.  The  premium  for  this  addi- 
tional cover  will  be  collected  from  the 
D.P.D.  A/Rs  whose  oil  cost  more  than  the 
"  average  "  price  will  have  insured  on  the 
basis  of  the  cost  to  them.  The  difference 
between  the  premium  paid  and  the  pre- 
mium on  the  "  average  "  price  recovered 
from  the  D.P.D.  should  be  debited  in  the 
account  rendered  to  Allocations  Control  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1 8 .  This  procedure 
will  apply  only  to  goods  which  are  afloat 
at  the  time  of  allocation.  Where  goods 
already  landed,  i.e.  arrived  at  first  selected 
warehouse  and  off  risk  of  marine  under- 
writers, are  allocated  at  an  "  average  " 
price  the  A/R  will  debit  the  D.P.D.  with 
the  insurance  on  the  basis  of  that  price, 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of 
premium  so  recovered  and  the  amount  of 
premium  actually  paid  by  the  A/R  being 
for  account  of  Allocations  Control.
